Daring Attempt to Capture King 
Kalakaua and Compel His 
Abdication. 


Two Desperate Half-Breeds Lead 
an Attack on the Royal Pal- 
ace at Honolulu. 


The Insurrectionists Driven Out and Their 
Leaders Taken Prisoners—How the King 
Was Protected From the Rebels—Why 
the Plans of the Enterprise Miscarried— 
Prominent European Residents Said to 
Have Been in the Plot—Who the Leaders 
Are and Their Probable Fate—Graphie 
‘Description of the Attack and the Re. 
pulse—Giant Powder Bombs Used by the 
Defenders of the King—Casualties of the

AN FRANCISCO, Au- 
gust 10.—The steamer 
Alameda that arrived 
last evening from 
Honolulu brings news 
of adaring, although 
tut ile tmeurrection 
that broke out in Hon- 
olulu Thursday, July 
30. Two half-breed 
Hawalians, named 
Robert W. Wilcox and 
Robert Boyd, who had 
been sent, at Govern- 
ment expense, to be 
educated at an Italian 
military school, had been plotting insurrec- 
tion for some time, but rumors that were cur- 
rent were little heeded until the movement 
culminated in an armed band of about one 
hundred and thirty natives marching from 
Palama to Honolulu, two miles, and securing 
an entrance to the palace grounds in Hono- 
lulu. All was quiet during the night 
although in most of the natives’ houses 
lights were seen burning at midnight. About 
1 a. m. an unusual numberof natives and 
Chinamen were seen on the streets as if some- 
thing very uncommon was about to havpen. 
But while people wentto bed as usual, the 
rebel rioters formed at Palama and at 3 a. m. 
Tuesday marched from that suburbto the 
city, arriving at the Mauka gate of the palace 

* | and de- 
manded admittance. When, after some 
parieying, they entered the grounds unop- 
posed, the Palama rioters were joined by 
other squads from the streets and other local- 
ities, and at one time the rebels upon the pal- 
ace grounds must have numbered 950. 

TAKING CARE OF THE KING. 

The King was absent from the palace at the 
time the alarm was given. He was tele- 
phoned. The royal party then hastened to 
the King’s boat-house, where they remained 
during the day guarded by a dozen of the 
household troops. Meanwhile the rebels 
summoned Lieut. Parker to surrender the 


King Kalakaua. 
palace, but that officer refused to surrender. 
The general alarm was spread throughout the 
city by means of the telephone, and the Hon- 
olulu Rifles were immediately ordered to re- 
port at their armories. There was a great 
deal of excitement, -especially among the 
Portuguese and Chinese. A number of 
families from the top of the hill and a few 
ladies took refuge at the American Legation 
where a corps of Marines from the United 
States steamer Adams was stationed. A Cab- 
inet council was held and with the three Min- 
isters present were convened the American, 
British, French and Poptuguese Commis- 
sioners, also Capt. Woodward of the United 
States steamer Adams being present. The 
Cabinet decided to demand the surrender of 
Wilcox. 8. M. Damon was appointed to carry 
out the demand, but his mission proved to be 
unsuccessful. Several shots had now been 
exchanged on both sides. By 11 a. m. the 
rioters had all taken shelter in a house 
termed the ‘‘Bungalow,’’ situated in the 
palace grounds, while the Honolulu Rifles had 


this. Shots were fired from both sides at in- 
tervals. Finally a corps of Government vol- 
unteers began hurling giant powder bombs at 
the Bungaiow. About this time thi or more 
rioters surrendered, one of whom had been 
fatally shot. Early in the skirmish Robert 
Boyd, Chief Lieuenant of Wilcox, was severe- 
ly wounded in two places.

Charles R. Pope’s Appointment. 


Charles R. Pope, who was appointed Consul 
to Toronto to-day, has long been known as 
an enthusiasticeRepublican, and has made a 
number of political speeches. During the 
campaign of 1884 he delivered a number of ad- 


dresses in Missouri and Illinois, and during 
the last campaign industriously etumped In- 
diana. After the inauguration of President 
Harrison Mr. Pope became a candidate for the 
Montreal consulate. He had a large batch of 
indorsements for this position, but a quiet 
intimation was conveyed to him that this con- 
sulate had been disposed of, ana he accord- 
ingly withdrew his application, entering the 
field for an appointment either to Toronto or 
Ottawa, the former preferred. 

Mr. Pope formerly managed the theater 
which has taken his name in this city. His Iden- 
tity will be recalled to the President-makers 
who uttended the Chicago Convention a year 
ago, asthe gentleman who entertained the 
vast audience during a recess with a recitation 
of ‘*Sheridan’s Ride.“ 

Mr. Pope was born near Weimar, Saxony, 
in 1832, but was brought to this country at an 
early age. He had excellent educational op- 
portunities, and after going on the stage trav- 
eled considerably. On adopting the theatrical 

rofession he took the name of Pope, the 
ransiation of his mother’s maiden name, 
Papst, as more euphonic than his father’s 
name, Roehr. In his candidacy for the place 
to which he has just been appointed Mr. 1 — 
was supported by all the factions of the Mis- 
souri leaders. 


Government Crop Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 10.—The August 
crop report of the Department of Agriculture 
makes the condition of cotton 89.3, an advance 
of nearly two points during the month. Since 


1880 this average has been exceeded but three 
times, in 1882, 1885 and 1887. Improvement is 
noted in five States, two report the same con- 
dition, while Virginia, North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi show lower averages 
than a month ago. Rains have been frequent 
and general during the month, except in por- 
tions of Texas, and in many digtricts have 
been excessive. Damage wherever reported 
is attributed to excess of moisture and conse- 
quent inability to keep the cropclean. Some 


‘fear is expressed of too heavya growth of 


stalk, rendering injury able should dry 
weather set in. 

North Carolina has had too mek rl 
aving evieivation,; hurt the weed shows a 


growth. In South Carolina conditions have 
been improved by good seasons, though there 
was some local damage from excess of rain. 
Alabama returns show the crop in promising 
condition, clean with good growth and fruit- 
ing well. Mississippi reports condition lower 
thana month ago on account of excessive 
rainfall. The crop was late from slow germ- 
ination and on many plantations is now badiv 
in grass and not fruiting well. Louisiana has 
enjoyed frequent rains, rather too much for 
bottom lands, and the crop has a rank growth 
of weed. Portions of Texas were in need of 
rain on the first of tbe month, though 
no damage had yet resuited. In other 
districts, too much rain had put the flelds 
somewhat in the grass, but a few days of dry 
weather would enable planters to remedy this. 
In Arkansas the early season was not favor- 
able and the plant was small and late, but 
favorable weather during July has placed it in 
vigorous condition and it is improving rapid- 
ly. Tennessee condition has fallen off during 
the month. Stand was generally poor and 
late, and excessive moisture has prevented 
proper cultivation. 

The averages of condition by States are: 
Virginia, 63; North Carolina, 80; South Caro- 
lina, 80; Georgia, 91; Florida, 95; Alabama, 90; 
Mississippi, 88; Louisiana, 92; Texas, 91; 
Arkansas, 93; Tennessee, 78. 

The caterpillar and boll worm are occasion- 
ally mentioned in Mississiopi and Louisiana 
and several counties of Texas, but damage 
from themisas yet inappreciable.

THE EXPRESS DID IT. 


FRIGHTFUL RAILWAY COLLISION AT FOR- 
EST LAWN, N. 1. 


A Loca) Train Lying at the Depot Tele- 
scoped by the Fast Express—Engine and 
Cars Thrown Upon the Piatform—Three 
Passengers Killed and Ejght Others 

‘Badly Injured—The Names of the Vic- 
tims—How the Accident Occurred, 


CHARLOTTE, N. I., August 10.—A collision 
occurred near Forest Lawn, on the Rome, 
Watertown & Ogdensburg Railroad, about 8 
o’clock this morning. The night express 
bound west for Niagara Falls ran into the 
Rochester train which was backing down, tel- 
escoping four cars of the train and killing one 
person and badly injuring eight others. No

Steck Breeders Largely Replacing Cattle 
‘With Mules—The Districts Supplied and 
Their Different Needs—Large and Small 
Animals—Remarkable Increase in The 
Demand From the Northwest.

Some stock is sent to 

Iowa, but the great Northern States and Ter- 

ritories have not bought mules to anything 

like the extent that their requirements would 
seem to demand. 

PROFITS IN MULE- RAISING. 

For a number of years 1 have raised a few 

mules in connection with my cattle and horse 

farm, and have found this branch of my busi- 

ness more steadily profitable than any other. 

We have had good and bad markets, but the 

difference is slight as compared, for instance, 

with the cattle markets, and a fair price is 

always obtainable. In common with many 


farmers of my locality, the decline in the 
— of cattle has induced me to give up all 

ut my fancy breeds, such as Jerseys and Al- 
derneys, and for my own part I have repiaced 
my cattle with mules. Other stock-raisers 
have done the same, and in a year or two the 
number of mules sent to market from Pike 
County will be fully quadrupled. The ad- 
vantages of raising them are very great. A 
hardier lot of animals it would be difficult to 
find. With anything like ordinary care 9 per 
cent of the colts will reach maturity; they are 
subject to very few diseases, have nota highly 
Organized nervous system, and therefore are 
not nearly as likely to go wrong as fine horses 
are, and nearly all thé animais are good. 
With horses it is a lottery as to how the colts 
will turn out. Some will prove to be very 
good, while others will be of comparatively 
small value. Mules, on the other hand, grade 
more evenly than any other kind of live stock 
and the price which adrove will bring can be 
closely calculated upon, with the assurance 
that no loss will be sustained on account 
ot the shortcomings of any considerable 
number ofthe animals offered for sale. This 
is a most important consideration, as a farmer 
can Calculate his receipts with great exact- 
ness, and can thereby regulate his expenses. 
Three-fourths of the failures among farmers 
are caused by an over estimate of the value 
of their product, taused by fallure total or 
partial in certain lines, and our horse and 
cattle herders have been particularily un- 
fortunate in this respect. Forafine bull or 
stallion to die involves a very 
heavy direct loss, and the indirect 
diminution of profits is even greater. In 
mule breeding none of these risks are run, 


other source. 
LOW AND HIGH GRADE ANIMALS. 

One condition ofthe market, due to the 
distribution of mules, has acted as a clog upon 
the breeders, and that is the readiness with 
which the market for fine, large mules can be 
overstocked. The dealers will tell you 
that this is not so, but the 
breeders have a different story. Heavy 
mules are generaily in good demand 
buat this is because the farmers do not dare to 
raise this grade, knowing that a small addi- 
tional stock of wheelers sent to St. Louis for 
sale will depress the market many points. 
The reason is that the Southern and South- 
western trade calls for asmall cheap grade, 
and that any considerable lowering in the 
price is followed by an increased demand, 
which at once re-establishes matters. Thou- 
sands of small Southern farmers with very 
limited capital will buy mules if they come 
within their means, and a few dollars 
a head will make the difference. Feed costs 
but little, there is not much heavy hauling 
and there is no necessity for concentration of 
power lu a few animals. The mules used by 
the horse-car companies have for years been 
steadily diminishing in size, until now many 
lines employ animais not much larger than 
Newfoundland dogs. 

SMALL DEMAND FOR LARGE MULES. 

„On the other hand, those who wish 15-2 
and 16 hand mules, are ready to pay any fafr 
priceforthem. A large draught animal re- 
quires no more care, and but little more food 
than the small scrubbers, and their strength 
and efficiency is nearly double that of the 
more diminutive specimens of their kind. 
They cost the farmer no more to raise after the 
first investment, and there is more profit in 
them in every way, if only the stock can be 
sold. The trouble has been that an unrea- 
sonable prejudice against the employment of 
mules has long existed in certain quarters, 
and that the demand has, therefore, been 
limited. St. Louis uses more beavy mules 
than any city of its size in the Union, but not 
nearly as many as it should. After the Gov- 
ernment has bought its wheelers, and the calls 
of a few large cities have been answered, the 
demand for large mules practically ceases. 

A NEW FIELD OPENED. 

This unfortunate condition of affairs, how- 
ever, seems to be coming toanend. A great 
market in.the Northwest is opening, for 
which only the best grades are wanted, and 
the demand from this quarter will steadily 
increase. In sections where stock has to be 
entirely stall-fed during manyimonths in the 

ear the farmers want animals that can 

o the maximum amount of work with 
the minimum amount of food, This 
is secured by using afew strong animals in- 
stead of anumber of weakerones. A feelin 
has been prevalent that mules could not stan 
the extreme cold of the Northwestern winters, 
but the 2 are beginning to realize the 
failacy of any such idea. The Government 
employs mulesonthe extreme Northwestern 
frontier, and finds that their health and gen- 
eral condition remains fully as 

as that ot the horses.

CONNECTICUT’S BALLOT LAW. 


It Will Be Practically Tested at Next Octe- 
ber’s Electiens. 


From the New York Times. 

The secret-baliot law will become operative 
in Connecticut on the Ist of August and will 
apply toall State elections and all regular, 
town and city elections thereafter. It has 
been generally thought that the October 
elections this year would escape the pro- 
visions of the act, but the statute, as of- 


ficially published, will disclose the inaccuracy 
ot the popular view. Town meetings will be 
held in every town inthe State except New 
Haven and Bridgeport on the first Monday in 
October for the election of town officers. In 
New Haven the annual town meeting will oc- 
cur oi the first Tuesday in December, and in 
Bridgevort on the first Monday in April. In 
each of these towns, however, a special 
election will be held this year on the first 
Monday in October to vote on the prohibitory 
amendment. 

There are 168 towns in the State and a large 
amount of work will have to be done between 
now and October in order that the provisions 
of the law may be carried out in respect to 
booths and voting places. It will devolve on 
the Boards of Selectmen to consummate the ar- 
rangements. The interior of the rooms or 
booths must be secure from outside 
observation, one room or 
bein provided for each 150 
on the registry list of the town. 
official paper on which the tickets must be 
pence and the envelopes will be furnished 

y the Secretary of State. The paper is to be 
provided atcost, but the official envelopes 
will be furnished at the expense of the State. 
Not lese than 300,000 envelopes will be neces- 
sary at each election, the law requiring ‘‘twice 
as many official envelopes as there are names 
on the registry list to be used at the election,’’ 
to be delivered by the Town Clerk to the 
envelope booth tenders at least thirty min- 
utes before the opening of the polis. All 
ballots are to be printed on plain white 
paper, uniform in size, color, quality, and 
thickness, these points to be determined by 
the Secretary of State, The official envelopes 
are to be not less than three inches in width, 
nor less than five inches in length, uniform in 
color and size, self-sealing, and stamped with 
the seal of the State. Every envelope used 
at the ballot box must bear the indorsement 
of the two persons in charge of the 
envelope booths. The Secretary must furnish 
the envelopes tothe town clerks at least five 
days prior to the election. The paper for the 
printing of ballots may be furnished thirty 
days before the election. The last oppor- 
tunity for obtaining it will be five days prior 
to the date of the election. 

The Secretary will have less than eight 
weeks after the law goes into effect for com- 
pleting his part of the work in con- 
nection with the October elections. The 
relief that was feit in the State three 
weeks ago in view of what was then 
thought to be a fact, that Massachusetts would 
be the first to test the practical character of a 
secret ballot in this section of the country, 
will now give place to apprehension and con- 
cern. The Connecticut voters, as things have 
turned out, must make the trial alone and un- 
aided by the experience of a neighboring 
State. The town elections here will take 
place a month curlier than the State election 
in Massachusetts. The prohibitory amend- 
ment will be voted on at the same time 
that the annual town elections occur. 
Some legal questions are likely to be 
raised concerning the amendment ballots. The 
law proyides special ballot-boxes for the re- 
ception of these votes. Heretofore the boxes 
tor the reception of the constitutional amend- 
ment ballots have been maintained by the 
side of the regular ballot boxes at the town 
elections. Whether such juxtaposition can be 
maintained under the new law is a matter of 
doubt. The presence of a box tender at the 
constitutional amendment baliot box would 
certainly be in conflict with the language of 
the statute. But, no doubt, reasonable de- 
Vices will be effected to avoid the trouble that 
the careless phrasing of the law invites. 


ONE DEFEAT RUINED HIM, 


The Story of an Old-Time Crack Billiard 
Player.

There drifted into ‘‘Sam’s’’ Fulton-street 
billiard room the other night a most forlorn 
object. He was Heaven knows how old, for 
the dirt and wrinkles on his face prohibited 
any correct guessing as to his age, but he was 
little and shuffling and very drunk. Every 
body inthe room thought he was a tramp 


eome there to beg, but Sam! recognized 
him and said never a word asthe little old 
fellow wandered idly over toa billiard table. 
Somebody had just been playing on the tabie, 
and three balls and a cue were lying on it. 
The little old fellow picked up the cue and 
steadied himself by resting one elbow heavily 
ontherali. Two of the balls were in opposite 
corners and thecue ball was way up at the 
other end of the table. 

The little man made a beautiful shot, count- 
ed, and brought the balls all together along 
the rail. Everybody was watching him by 
this time, and under the gaze of a dozen pairs 
of eyes he kept on just touching the balls, 
running them siowly = the rail, until the bad 
liquor in him got the better of his equipoise, 
and he dropped suddenly down on the floor, 
his falling cue scattering the balis all over the 
table. But he had counted 46 before this dis- 
aster befell him. Under the circumstances, it 
was a wonderful run. 

The man was ‘‘Billy’’ Golathwaite, who, in 
the days when the four-ball billiard game was 
the game of the experts, was one of the best 
players in America. Somewhere along in the 
early sixties = OB was a marker in a San 
Francisco billiard saloon, and sometimes 
played with customers when they had no one 
else to play with. He was a born billiard 
player, and very soon he was able to discount 
the most expert of his employer's customers. 

In 1864 Jemerson was the champion of Call- 
fornia, and at that time was staying in Vir- 
ginia City, Nev. Frank Lawton, an old- e 
sporting man, saw Jemerson play there 0

He seemed to know how to play billiards fairly 
well and got to playinga g deal with Jem- 
erson. he little fellow was Billy.“ He 
studied bis opponent’s game, knew that he 
could beat him easily, and went back to San 
Francisco and told his backer to put up all the 
money he could, for he could beat Jemerson 
with one hand.

to go op with the match. ‘*Billy’’ had a thor- 
ough knowledge of his game, while he,Jemer- 
son, hadn’t the faintest idea how ‘‘Billy’’ 
could play.

‘*Billy’’ subsequently played Jemerson and 
beat him. 

„Billy“ after this challenged a good many 
local champions and beat them all. Finally

Then McDevitt, with seventeen points on bis 
string, starated 2 to play and actually ran

THE GRAIN TRADE AS A PARTY ANNEX. 

Mr. JasPER N. Burks is the declared 
choice of the State Railroad Commission 
for Grain Inspector in St. Louis, and it is 
announced distinctly and officially that 
he is chosen because he ‘‘has done 
splendid service for his party.’’ 

Now, this commigsion was instituted by 
law to protect Democrat and Republican 
alike from railroad aggression, and in 
fixing railroad rates to know no differ- 
ence between the Republican sections of 
the State and those that have ‘‘done 
splendid service“ for the Democratic 
party. But the first thing it does with a 
grain inspectorship placed at its disposal

THE PENNSYLVANIA PLATFORM. 


“We greatly rejoice in the national vic- 
tory of 1888,’’ says the address of the Re- 
publican State Convention which nom- 
inated Borer for Treasurer the other 
day. The address then distinctly declares 
that the restoration of power to the Re- 
publican party was only a secondary con- 
sideration to Pennsylvania and that her 
chief, if not her only, reason for rejoic- 
ing in the victory is-that it was fought 
and won under a Pennsylvania leader- 
‘‘ship and upon Pennsylvania’s plat- 
„form.“ 

For this timely notice that Pennsylvania 
has no use for any party but one which 
submits to Pennsylvania leadership and 
Pennsylvania’s platform, let the Repub- 
lican party be thankful. The platform is 
one which levies heavy tribute on all 
other sections of the Union for the benefit 
of Pennsylvania’s coal combines, steel 
trusts and ether monopoly devices. It 
makes her more than any other in the 
Union a State of millionaires and labor 
mobs, of plutocrats and patpers—the 
latter imported in great hordes from Eu- 
rope to undergo the worst form of wage 
slavery yet introduced in this country, 
while the former dazzle Europe with the 
splendor and profusion of their wealth. 

But how long can a national party live 
and reign under a one-State leadership 
and on a one-State platform? The cry 
fhat the Democratic party was too much 
under the control of fifteen Southern 
States defeated it; how long will Repub- 
lican supremacy last when it becomes a 
mere thing of Pennsylvania leadership, 
the mere tool of a Pennsylvania plutoc- 
racy, intent upon using the legislative 
power to extort unjust tribute from the 
industries of all the other States?

Irrigated Lands. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

The advantages of irrigation were almost 
totully unrecognized in this country until 
about ten years ago; but there is now under 
irrigation an grea three times that of the 
Spanish lands so cultivated, and more than 
twice the reclainied area in Italy. It is equal 
also to that of Egypt, which has been flooded 
by the Nile for ages. Two-thirds of the 
ancient civilizations recognized the advant- 
ages ofirrigation from the dawn of civiliza- 
tion; and at the present time more than one- 
half of the worid’s population is in whole or 
in part dependent thereupon. The value of 
irrigation has already been clearly demon- 
strated in California and Colorado, and the 
reclamation by France of 9,000,000 acres of 
land from the desert of Algeria has been on 
immense value both from an agricultural and 
a political standpoint. The system of feudal 
land ownership which Great Britain attempted 
to introduce into India was the cause of much 
disturbance and disorder; but since the 
famine of 1866 the Anglo-Indian Government 
has devoted itself to the construction of irri- 
gation works, and hag placed the ryots, or 
land cultivators, on the land as tenants of the 
Government district, thus restoring in a 
modern way the relations of the cultivator of 
the land to the Government. 


Coal Combines.

Afew rich and greedy men have secured a 
monopoly of the coal deposits of Northern 
Illinois, They did nothing to create the coal 
which nature gave to man for man’s uses, but 
by buying the surface of the ground they have 
secured the power to enrich themselves by 
selling the natural product at whatever price 
men’s necessities and a protective tariff en- 
able them to extort. They are not content 
even with such a monopoly, but want the

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A HITCH IN THE Pisses NECESSARY 
BEFORE THE WORK IS DONE 


Plau of the Charity Commissioners to Re- 
move the Better Class of Children From 
the House of Refuge to O'Fallon Park 
Why Commissioner Klemm Opposes It— 
An Office Without a Salary. 


There ia a hitch in the passage of the ordi- 
nance authorizing the Board of Public Im- 
provements to go ahead with the work of put- 
ting up anew wing atthe Insane Asylum. It 
will be remembered that in the general appro- 
priation bill the Municipal Assembly set aside 
$58,000 for the purpose. In the regular order 
or things it was necessary after the appropri- 
ation was made to pass an ordinance author- 
izing the board todo the work. This ordinance 
was introduced Into the House of Delegates 
some time ago, and got as far as the House 
Committee on Public Improvements where it 
stuck and where it still is. The only reason 
why it has not been reported is that there is a 
provision in the ordinance which says that 
board is authorized to obtain plans and shall 
not use more than $5,000 of the appropriation 
forthe purchase and drawing of such plans. 
It is this $5,000 clause which has checked the 
bill as it is argued that there is a Building 
Commissioner whose duty it is to draw olans 
and that it is unreasonable to go out- 
side and pay money for the 
plans and reduce the amount to 
be applied to the actual building of the ad- 
dition. The committee cannot amend the or- 
dinance without the consent of the Board of 
Public Improvements, and the consequence is 
that they do not know what to do. 

Charity Commissioner Bass got on the trail 
of the trouble this morning, and after a great 


deal of interviewing and several close con- 

fabs got the thing fixed. The Board Com- 

mittee on Buildings will draw up an amend- 

ment, pass it through the board, get it tothe 
House Committee, and then from there at the 
same session have it passedin the House. 
Then it will remain with the Council to de- 
cide whether or no the new wing of the Insane 
Asylum will be begun this year or not. 


Charity Commissioners Meet. 


The Board of Charity Commissioners met 
this afternoon atl o’clock and after discuss 
ing for some time in an informal manner tie 
plans for the Insane Asylum they took car- 


riages for a tour of the City Hospital and the 
Work- house and to look into a plan for he!p- 
ing some of the children at the House olf 
Refuge. There are now quite a number of 
children there who have been sent because 
they had no natural guardians and not be- 
cause they were bad or incorrigible 
in any sense of the word. These 
children, most of whom are very young, 
are to a great extent subject tothe infiuences 
of the other children, who have been sent 
there because they were uncontrolable at 
home. The result is that instead of turning 
out children Who will lead better lives in the 
future they turn out a lot of youngsters with 
the most depraved instincts. 

The plan is to take all of the children who 
are practically orphans and who never were 
bad, but are in danger of becoming so from 
association, and putting them in the old 
mansion at O’ Fallon Park, which is now used 
by a charitable institution, thus getting 
the children apart from the bad influences 
of their more depraved companions. Park 
Commissioner Klemm does not approve of the 
plan, inasmuch as it would not be beneficial 
tothe park. Whether or not the plan will 
ster be anything but a plan it is impossible to 
211. 


The Park Railway Franchise. 


Councilman Vogel introduced an ordinance 
into the Council last night to repeal the ordi- 
nance granting the Park Railway Co. a fran- 
chise. This is the franchise under which Mr. 


Charles Green, the President of the com- 
pany, has announced his intention of building 
a road out Pars avenue, and the franchise 
which City Counselor Bell has declared in- 
valid under the revision of 1876. 

Mr. Bell said this morning: Mr. Vogel's 
ordinance does not strengthen the * post: 
tion on the subject in anv way, as the fran- 
chise has already been declared invalid. The 
company would not regard the ordinance any

AN AERONAUT’S FALL. 


Prof. W. K. Perry Fatally Injured While 
Making a Balloon Ascension, 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 10.—At the Mount 
Holly Fair Grounds this afternoon Prof. W. K. 
Perry, aeronaut of the American Balloon Co., 
was to ascend tos height of three-quarters of 
a mile and then gescend by the aid of a para- 
chute. AtSo’clock everything was in readi- 
ness and in the presence of 1,500 people the 
balloon and aeronaut ascended. When the

balloon had traveled upward about seven 
hundred feet the crowd Secor eter that it had

on under the parachute he was 
not aware of his terrible situation.

HOW POWDEBLY’S OPPOSITION TO FUR 
LONG WAS MODIFIED, 


— — — 


4 Gigantic Fraud Was Committed by 
Schemers Who Forged Indorsements and 
Surreptitiously Seoured the Seals of the 
District Assemb}ies—Criminal Proseca- 
tions Will Ne Instituted When the Guilty 
Parties Are Discovered. 


OCAL labor circles are 
stirred up over a discovery 
made in counection with the 
fight of Detective Thomas 
Furlong for appointment to 
the position of Chiefof the 
Seeret Service of the United 
States. 9 

A fraud perpetrated by 
misrepresentatlon and for- 
4 gery has been committed. 

Some evidence fastening the 
guilt on the persons implicated has been 
brought to light and will, if it can be 
done, be made the basis of a criminal 
prosecution in which a little elique of 
schemers will probably figure as defendants. 
The discovery was that alleged Labor in- 
dorsements of Furlong from this city are 
fraudulent. 

When during a visit to Washington General 


Labor ascertained that Furlong was an appli- 
cant for this important place he hastened to 
file a protest in the name of the order before 
the Secretary ofthe Treasury. Shortly after 
this Mortimer D. Shaw of this city, who has 
recently been bounced, called on Mr. Pow- 
derly to argue for Furlong, though he ad- 
mitted that he had previously represented 
Furlong in a very different light. 

On June 2, atter Shaw had waited 
on Powderly, W. H. Blake, who 
holds a position under Collector Ziegenhein, 
called on Powderly and presented a letter 
from District Assembly No. 17 purporting to 
be signed bythe Secretary and bearing the 
assembly seal. The aim of this letter was to 
convince Powderly that there was no oppos!- 
tion among the laboring men in St. Louis to 
Furlong's appointment. 

In bis talk with Powderly 

SHAW HAD CONFESSED 
why he was at work to ‘‘square’’ Furlong. 
It was because he had been promised a $2,500 
position intheevent of Furlong’s appoint- 
ment. Blake’s conduct was unexplained. 
The letter purported to be signed officially. 
Blake was the pearer of other letters. 

The Secretary of L. A. 8650 sent a letter over 
the seal of that assembly stating that Furlong 
had only done his duty in persecuting the 
men, and that no one there was in favor of 
Opposing nim. The Secretary of the State 
Assemby, John Giadhill, sent with Blake a 
three-page letter in which he said it would be 
for the best interests of the order there to 
have Furlong appointed; in fact, he took back 
everything he said in the first letter he wrote 
on the subject. M. Katenford, ex-State 
Master Workman, wrote a similar letter. 
Among the other letters which Blake carried 
with him was one which purported to have 
been adopted at a joint meeting of L. A.'s 448, 
481, 492, 803, 993, 1380, 3718, 4144, 7508, 8014 
and 10,540. 
he letter was signed by John J. MeGarry, 
L. A. 1329; Charles Huber, L. A. E. Caro- 
line, L. A. 481; Charles Wülea, L. A. 803; M. C. 
Seegers, L. A. 903; William Cox, L. A. 493; A. 
Greenfield, L. A. 4144; Herman Egerman, L. 
A. 3718; Carl Fuchs, L. A. 76038; Wm. P. Abers,

letter was attested by the signature of F. W.

If Mr. Pow- 
derly refused to do this he gaid he would take 
the letters to Washington. 

Mr. Powderly after reading this corre- 
spondence addresead the following to Secre- 
tary Windom: 

EAR Stn—I entered m 
recognition of Thomas Furlong on behalf of 
the Order of the Knights of Labor in St. Louis 
and other parts of the Southwest. I am in- 
formed that there exists no ground far further 
opposition to him because of his transactions 
during the strike of 1886.

Trial of Negroes at Edgefield, 8. C., for the 
Killing of a Deputy Sheriff.

EDGEFIELD, S. C., August 10.—Thefamous 
Yeidell or Flemon case came up in the Ses- 
sions Court to-day. The story, as told in the 
indictmentand other papers, is as follows: 
Nine negro men on October , 1884, shot and 
killed ayoung white man named James 8. 
Blackwell, a Deputy Sheriff, while he was 
trying to arrest them for disorderly conduct. 


As the result of the first trial Joe White and 
Hanson Briggs were convicted of murder, and 
Hamp Cartiedge, Edward Morgan, Ambros 
K. White, Henry Tompkins and Hezekiah 
Cartledge were acquited. John Yeldelj, who 
disappeared immediately after the murder, 
was indicted, but could not be found to be 
tried. He had gone to Pittsburg, Pa., and 
under the name of Flemon became a preacher 
there. A new trial was granted the two men 
convicted, and at the next term of the court 
the solicitors nol prossed the case against 
them. Joshua and Elijah Briggs, who also 
were of the nine, were next prosecuted and 
convicted, but the attorney who defended the 
prisoners secured a new trial. This was had 
and resulted in a mistrial. At the next term 
these men were acquitted. Th: ir evidence 
implicated Yeldellas the man who fired the 
fatal shot and they will testify against him at 
this trial. The story of Yeldell’s arrest in 
Penney!vania and return to South Carolina is 
too recent to be forgotten.

SPOKANE FALLS’ FIRE. 


The Losses—Brick and Granite Replacing 
the Destreyed Buildiags. 


SPOKANE Fatis, W. T., August 10.—Insur- 
ance adjusters, representing some two hun- 
dred companies, are here and on the way 
here and the work of ascertaining the loss 
has been in progress several days. After 
careful overhauling of the burnt district, it is 
found thatthe total losses, including buila- 
ings and stock, will not reach over $8,900,000, 


while conservative business men, who are 
well acquainted withthe growth of the city 
and the amounts involved, are of the opinion 
the loss will notexceed $6,000,000. The City 
Council pram pely met and extended the fire 
limits, and this had a wholesome effect on 


property-owners, a large number of whom | 


are removing debris and making contracts for 
the immediate erection of brick and stone 
biocks within the burnt district, most of them 
to be five, six and seven storieshigh. Bricks 
are being produced by one company to the 
extent of 120,000 a day, and in addition to this 
the Northern Pacific has given aspecial rate 
on brick and other building materials from 
Tacoma and other points within the Territory. 
It is found that 32, 350, 000 will be paid in insur- 
ance, and it is estimated that fully $6,000,000 
willbe expended bere in buildings during 
the next two years, and that the 
extra work of building and dis- 
bursements incident thereto will increase 
the population. Several sales of vacant 
ground within the burned district have been 
made since the fire at a rate of $1,000 per front 
foot and strange to say the ground is held at 
advanced valuation in all parts ofthe city. Nu- 
merous representatives of Eastern capitalists 
and investment companies are here offering 
leans for building. tters and telegrams are 
coming in to the same effect from companies 
having agencies here, and it is believed that 
every foot of ground within the burnt district 
will be covered by brick and granite walls 
within the next three years at the outside.

THE POOL-ROOMS HIT AGAIN. 


Brighton Beach Shuts Off Their Telegraphic 
Communications. 


By Telegravh to the POST-DISPATCR. 

New YorK, August 10.—The action of the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association officials in 
shutting off telegraphic communication be- 
tween the race track and the city pool rooms 
yesterday by enforcing an order that no one 
be allowed to leave the premises during the 
races, following a line of action at Monmouth 
Park, has carried consternation into the camp 


of the city pool room keepers. Last evening 
the neighborhood ofthe Brower House was 
thronged with these gentry and their friends, 
who discussed vigorously the situation and 
very hopelessly the prospect of their being 
able to checkmate the action of these 
associations. With the ‘‘nerve’’ which 
is the characteristic stock in trade 
of many of these people, they 
declared when asked what they were going 
to do about it that there was no necessity of 
their doing anything; that they were getting 
as reliable service as ever, though the news 
was delayed from ten to fifteen minutes. De- 
lacey, one of the leading pool room * 
tors, said he had not suffered at all, as the 
delay did not interfere with his business. 
Such utterances, however, were not a true 
indication of the way the pool men regarded 
the blow at their business. As a fact the 
eagerness and warmth with which they dis- 
cussed the affair showed that they were hard 
hit. One of them, more frunk than the rest, 
acknowledged that if the rule should be ap- 
plied to all the tracks about the city 
their business would be _ crippled be- 
yond endurance. All were sure of one 
thing, that the association was doing a 
wickedly selfish thing to try and hurt 
their business. The men who patronize our 
rooms., said one of them, would never 
think of going to the race track to place bets. 
Take Long Branch, for instance; it takes a day 
to get to the reces there. Our rooms are 
patronized by men who have $5 or $10 to spare 
to bet with. With $5 they can make three bets 
with us. If they went to Long Branch they 
would not be able to bet at all after they had 
paid their fare there and secured admission to 
the track. If they were to close up our rooms 
they would not get 5 per cent of our busi- 
ness. This of course is an exaggeration, 
though it is true that the city pool-rooms 
thrive largely on the betting of those who 
have only a little money to spure. At the same 
time they doa large business with men of 
some means, who like while attending to 
their regular business to place their bets in 
poolrooms by the aid of messenger boys, 
thus saving the time which would be wasted 
in going to and from the track. 

Notone of the pool room fraternity was 
able to suggest any remedy for the disaster. 
They found some consolation in the report 
that Mr. Ditmas, who has an arrangement 
with George Engeman, President of the 
Brighton Beach Association, by which he was 

iven the rigbt to send the news of the races 
rom the track, had declared his intention to 
sue Mr. Engeman for breach of contract, but 
they were ready to acknowledge that, while 
the successful result of such a suit would 
soothe their shattered feelings, it would not do 
anything toward bringing the relief they were 
so anxiously looking for.

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BILLINGS’ BAD BREAK. 
Interviews With Soden and the Over-Ofi- 
cious and Foolish Director.
